Introduction: The Stennis Space Center Executive Council is a forum for senior managers of the major public and private
organizations at Stennis Space Center (SSC) to establish a single corporate voice for the Center that will lead to a more
effective and efficient Center for all of the organizations and their stakeholders.

Since April 2003, the Council has worked toward a strategic plan that will leverage resources across all Stennis
organizations for their mutual benefit. The plan lays the foundation for “Growing the Stennis Region” by investing in
education and quality of life at the Center and in the surrounding three counties in Mississippi and St. Tammany Parish,
Louisiana. A major focus will also be on attracting new business to Stennis as well as reducing the cost of operations.

The Council has established working groups to implement the goals and objectives of the plan. Progress will be reviewed
quarterly at joint meetings of the Stennis Executive Council and the Partners for Stennis Board. The plan also includes a list
of potential areas of technical collaboration for future review.
